BEGINS FIGHT. 
ON FREE TRADE 


rormer Colonial Secretary Opens 
His Fiscal Campaign in 
Glcs JOM, 


PROTECTION 1S. NEEDED 
TO SAE GREAT BRITAI 


He Alleges That Under a Free Trade 
Policy the Country Has Become 
Decadent — Sharp Thrusts 
at the “Little Eng- 
landers.”’ 


Glasgow, October 6.—Whatever may be 
the opinion held regarding the great ques- 
tion which Mr. Chamberlain has raised 
or the probable issue of his campaign, it 
is geenrally admitted that he has opened 
it in a masterly manner, befitting the 
momentous occasion, and that he can Ro 
longer be accused of nebulosity in pre- 
senting his case, 

As though inspired by 
that the practical collapse and break of 
the unionist party left him in sole pos- 
session of the field, he spoke with more 
than his customary energy and persua- 
siveness, lacking nothing in lueldity, 
either of phrase or argument, whilst his 
appeal to the working classes, upon whom 
more than any section of the community, 
especially since the defection of the duke 
of Devonshire from the unionist admin- 
istration, the success or failure of his 
preferential scheme will depend, was 
eminently calculated to enlist their sup- 
port. 

It was an inspiring scene within street 
and the hall in which he delivered his 
speech. Every corner of the auditorium 
was packed with men and women, cheér- 
ing, singing and waving handkerchiefs 
as the chairman, Sir Matthew Arthur, led 
Mr, Chamberiain to the-platiorm. 

A distinguished company of-peers and 
members of the house of commons was 
present, with a host of ladies, including 
Mrs. Chaberlain, in the reserved gallery. 

When the applause which greeted his 
arrival had subsided Mr. Chamberlain be- 
gan to speak and in addition to encourag- 
ing cheers from time to time in the 
course of his oration he was greeted at 
the close with a great demonstration. 


Mr. Chamberlain’s Speech. 

After the presentation of lengthy 
trades ‘statistics, Mr. Chamberlain said 
that if the colonial trade did not in- 
crease with the population of the United 
Kingdom, with the decrease of foreign 
trade, Great Britain would sink into a 
fifth rate nation, and her fate would be 
the same as that of empires of the past. 

Speaking of the consequences of ‘the 
present policy to this country, Mr. Cham- 
berlain pointed out the loss of the tin 
plate trade, and said that if they could 
have offered the United States advant- 
ages to leave the trade alone, it would 
have been retained. The result of such 
a policy, the speaker claimed, must be 
the entire loss of the colonial trade, 
while, on the contrary, with preferential] 
treatment. the United Kingdom would 
capture the foreien trade with the col- 
onies, and give employsicr’ tz additional] 
millions of workers. 

He paid a tribute to.Adam Smith, ic 
whom, however, he sald, it was not given 
to foresee all the changes which had 
occurred during the last century and a 
half. Adam Smith, nevertheless, was 
aware of the importance of home markets 
compared to foreign ones, and Mr. Cham- 
berlain had been impressed by the man- 
ner in which he advocated retaliation 
under certain conditions,and how he urged 
reciprocal trade between the colonies and 
the mother country. Hence, the speaker 
was not afraid in Glasgow to combat free 
imports and preach preference to the 
colonies. It was known to every man 
that Scotland had contributed out of all 
proportion to her population to the build- 
Ing up of the empire, which genius, ca- 
pactty and courage had created and main- 
tained. Mr. Chamberlain said: 

Always an Optimist. 

“T have invited discussion upon a ques- 
tion peculiarly within my province, owing 
to my past life and the office I so recent- 
ly held. 

“Taking up the position of a pioneer, I 
go in front of the army. If the army is 
attacked I will return to it. I am always 
an optimist. It is possible that the na- 
tion may be prepared to go farther than 
the official programme. I now ask the 
question. Is it so prepared? Great Britain, 
in the past has played a great part in the 
world’s history. I desire her to continue 
and see the realization of the great ideal 


the knowledge 


of an empire, such as the world has never. 


seen. If that is to be attained, this mat- 
ter should be treated on its merits with- 
out any personal ffeling or bitterness, 
and without entering on questions of 
purely party controversy.”’ 

The late colonial secretary alluded to 
the recent visit he paid to Venice, when 
he found the Campanile, which had stood 
for centuries, and which when he previ- 
ously visited Venice, seemed as perma- 
nent as the city itse?’f, now a mass of 
ruins. He continued: 

“Tt do not say that I anticipatee such a 
fate for the British empire, but I do say 
that I see signs of decay, cracks and 
crevices showing that the foundations are 
not broad and deep enough to sustain-it. 
Am I wrong to wrong you? Is it not 
strange and inconsistent that the same 
people who indicted the government for 
its unpreparedness in the South African 
war should now denounce me in language 
equally extravagant, because I want to 
prepare you for a struggle so serious 
that if we are defeated the country will 
lose its place among the great nations, a

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WOMAN DOOMED 
BY BROTHERWOUD 


Lynchehaun Tells of His As- 
sault on Agnes McUonald, 


He Says That Her Acts Made Her 
a Traitor to the Tenants; and 
That the Laiter Decreed 
She Be Driven Back 
to England. 


Indianapolis, Ind., October 6.—James 
Lynchehaun took the stand today in his 
extradition proceedings and told the story 
of his fight with his landlady, Agnes 
McDonald, for striking whom he was 
convicted of assault with intent to kill 
and sentenced to prison for life. 

Lynchehaun said on the Stand that 
acts of Agnes McDonald had made her a 
terror to her tenantry, and at a secret 
meeting of the Irish Revolutionary 
Brotherhood of the Island of Achil, of 
which he was an officer, it was decided to 
burn her barns and frighten her back to 
England. The man to start the fire was 
chesen by lot, but he never knew who it 
was. This meeting was held in October, 
1694.

Lynchehaun in the excitement got 


from her the keys to the horse and cat- 
tle barn to release the imprisoned ani- 
mals. When he returned them she was 
going toward the sheep barns and he 
ran to warn her not to go too near. 
Lynchehaun said she turned on him with 
a revolver and shouted “This is your 
work,’’ and tried to shoot. 
the revolver aside and she struck him in 
the face. He then hit her with his 
clenched fist and she staggered toward a 
group of peasants who attacked her, 
striking and kicking her sé@verely. Lynch- 
ehaun said he struck her in accordance 
with the orders of the brotherhood meet- 
ing that she be punished enough to drive 
her off the tsland. There were many bit- 
ter clashes between the lawyers during 
the evidence.

Mr. Gard- 
ner was asked specifically as to his 
knowledge of the signing of deeds releas- 
ing the Baroness DeRocques and her 
daughter, Mrs. Maybrick, from title to 
property in America. One item of 40,000 
acres of land, it is alleged, was sold for 
$85,000, and of this sum only $10,000 was 
admitted as received by the trustees. Mr. 
Gardner said that he did not take par- 
ticular cognizance of the value of the 
property, adding that so far as he krew 
only $2,500 accrued from this sale. An ac- 
counting of this ‘ast mentioned sum was 
made in 1893, but since that time the 
trustees have made no further accounting.

That where 
barif_s, or other officers of court, have 
been guilty of illegal practices In push- 
ing this nefarious business, they 
should. be prosecuted to the full extent 
of. the law. and we trust the grand 
jury will not neglect that feature of 
the matter. 

“Resolved. further, That if the rres- 
ent law ia defective on this subieet, 
we urge the press of this city and the 
rernresentatives who may be chosen 
from this county to brine this matter 
to the attention of the Georgia legie- 
lature at its next term and secure such 
legisjation as will put a stop fo this - 
practice.”’ 


“Justice Courts Are Rotten.” 

The matter was first broucht to the 
attention of the board of directors hv the 
reading of a letter from Victem 1. Sr'teg- 
shaber who suggested that some action be 
taken. Directly after it had been read hv 
Secretary Cooper. Director Robert F.

A negfo boy in the employ 
of Mr. Shedden, seems, had been at- 
tacked by the bailiff. who went to the 
office of Mr. Shed@en accompanied by a 
loan agent to arregt him. 

“Now I have before spoken of this mat- 
ter,”” continued Mr. Shedden. “I will he 
one of any number of gentlemen to put 
up $100 each and estab!ish a loan office 
where the poor can. obtain money at.8 
per cent per annum just like they can 
in European cities. If that cannot be done 
I will be one of any number to put up 
$100 each and engage attorneys to take 
up these cases for those who have been 
oppressed. They could telephone up here 
and we could give them relicf with the 
services of attorneys. 

“The justice court evils and the loan 
office practices are certainly an outrage 
in Atlanta and ought to be stopped.”

Better iFnancial Showing. 

North Carolina is found to be making 
a very good financial showing during the 
current fiscal year which will end this 
month. 

The deficiency during the past two 
years was almost $400,000, the receipts 
from taxation failing by that much to 
meet appropriations. As a result about 
$370,000 had to be borrowed. The state 
paid $300,000 of this by a bond issue. It 
has paid the other $70,000 out of its cur- 
rent revenues, has met all expenses and 
will have a surplus of more than $40,- 
000 at the end of the fiscal year, ac- 
cording to estimates made today. 

Next year the, income will largely ex- 
ceed the appropriations, thanks to the 
increased valuation of property by this 
year’s assessment.

Rio de Janeiro, October 6.—A contract 
between the Brazilian government and C.

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The counties which will work five-year 
convicts under the new law will do so 
under practically the same rules as now 
govern the handling of misdemeanor pris- 
oners by the same authorities. 

This decision was reached at a meeting 
held in the senate chamber yesterday 
morning, there being present the members 
of the prison commission and representa- 
tives of the various counties which have 
applied for convicts to work. 

The question of the rules governing the 
counties was the subject of a somewhat 
extended debate. The meeting was called 
to order by Judge Joseph 8S. Turner, chair- 
man of the prison commission, who stated 
the opinion rendered by Judge Hart, the 
attorney general, several days ago, that 
the felony convicts should at all times 
be absolutely under the control of the 
prison commission and that they could 
not be kept or worked with misdé#meanor 
convicts. 

Colonel ChHfford L, Anderson, of Fulton, 
was then chosen chairman of the meet- 
ing and T. E. Artope, of Bibb, secretary. 

Representative T. S. Felder, of Bibb, 
stated that he did not agree with the at- 
torney general, as did Colonel Anderson 
also. Covnty Commissioner Maddox, of 
Fleyd, moved that the rules imposed on 
the counties be made the same as now ap- 
ply to the misdemeanor convicts and @ 
committee was appointed to consider 
and report on the rules to be adopted, 
Judge Turner having said that the com- 
mission would not be willing to entirely 
surrender the control of any felony con- 
victs. 

A committee composed of Messrs. Fel- 
der, of Bibb; Maddox, of Floyd; Willl- 
ford, of Morgan; Simms, of Wilkes, and 
Anderson, of Fulton, was then appointed 
and retired to frame its report, a recess 
being taken while the committee was in 
session. 

This committee later announced that it 
had reached a compromise and would 
recommend the adoption of practically 
the same rules now governing counties in 
the handling of misdemeanor convicts.

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ELECTRICITY DRIVES CAR 


Berlin, October 6.—An electric car on 
the Marienfelde-Zossen experimental line 
reached a speed of 125 4-5 miles an hour 
today or a kilometer more than the high- 
est previous record. The machinery and 
roadbed were unimpaired. The engineers 
are determined to try for still higher 
speeds anti venture the opinion that they 
will be able to attain the rate of 140 
miles per hour. The current was between 
13,000 and 14,000 volts, capable of driv- 
ing the car at the rate of over 200 miles. 
This power is reduced by transformers 
to about 4380 volts. The car used today 
had four motors, having together about 
1,100 horse power. It was the car used in 
the previous tests this year and is con- 
structed on the §S. Simons-Ahlzke system. 
Another car of somewhat different equip- 
ment as to motors and transformers has 
been built for additional high speed tests. 
The lives of all on board during the ex- 


periments are heavily insured. 

A large party of engineers, military men 
and civilians gathered at Dallwitz, where 
the highest point of speed is reached in 
these contests.

Enough is already known of the re- 
sults of their business to convince 
every good citizen that it is an evil 
of immense proportions and the con- 
stant cause of sufferings and injustices 
that to the victims are irremediable. 
Revealed instances of the operations 
of these sharks show that they prose- 
cute their trade of plunder with almost 
unparalleled unscrupulousness§ and 
heartlessness. It is proven that they 
make but scant, if any, inquiry into 
the actual ownership of goods on 
which they lend ridiculous sums. 
They take the mortgagor's word for it, 
confident that when the time comes to 
Squeeze him, they ean either seize the 
goods or seize the man on a charge of 
cheating and swindling, or of obtaining 
money on false pretenses. 

By this system goods owned by oth- 

ers, or purchased on credit and not 
paid for, are taken and sold and no 
trace of their purchasers kept on the 
books of the justices’ courts.

The grand jury should go to the 
heart of this cancerous evil and expose

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Fourteen Get Forty in Delaware. 

“The Blue Hen,” Delaware, has the 
unique distinction of being the only 
state in the union that still uses the 
whipping post and the pillory as ac- 
cessories of its penal system. The fol- 
lowing telegram from Wilmington 
gives a graphic account of how those 
devices worked in fourteen cases last 
week: 

Nearly 500 spoctators watched the ap- 
plication of corporal punishment by War- 
den A. 8. Meserve to fourteen culprits to- 
day. Alfred Spencer and Thomas, alias 
““Whiskers’’ Mullin, white, convicted of 
robbing an old soldier of his pension 
money, were given forty lashes each. 
Mullin took his without much display of 
pain, but Spencer groaned aloud as the 
cat descended on his back, and it was 
feared he would faint before he got 
through with the forty. His back looked 


like a piece of beef steak as he left the 
post. In addition both men were put in 
the pillory together. Then they were 
taken back to the work house to serve six 
years each. Henry Pitts, a negro, arrest- 
ed shortly after the lynching of George 
White, on the charge of attempted felo- 
nious assault on the wife of a trucker 
outside the city, got thirty lashes at the 
post and also stood in the pillory an hour. 
He will serve ten vears in the work house. 
The other victims were thieves, who re- 
ceived ten lasres each. 

There are good people in this world 
Who will have shudders when they 
read of the application of the lash to 
the broad backs of this crowd of thugs 
and thieves, and especially that one 
who sought to cutrage an unprotected 
white farm woman. 

But there are millions of sensible 
people, on the other hand, who will 
think well of old Delaware for subject- 
ing them to these stinging reminders 
of their rascalities as an introduction 
to the various terms of luxurious de- 
tention in the penitentiary. 

These same people will regret also 
that all the other states do not have 
the courage and justice to decree like 
punishments for their offenders 
against the laws of protection for per- 
sons, property and public decency. To 
them it seems as fit as any human 
penalty can be that petty thieves, wife- 
beaters, children deserters, women in- 
Sulters, pistol] toters, second offense 
drunkards and vagrants should “hug 
the widow,” as the whipping post is 
called, and have to sleep on their stom- 
échs a few nights from the eifects of a 
lawfully applied lash. 

Present methods of punishing such 
cffenders seem to be plainly inade 
quate and the substitute may yet be 
generally found in the Delaware idea. 
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The Coming of Chaffee. 

The ordering of Major General Adna 
R. Chaffee from the command of the 
department of the east to Washing- 
ton to familiarize himself with the du- 
ties of chief of staff, which supreme 
function in the military establishment 
he will assume in January, is antici- 
pating a mest interesting event. 

Since the adoption of the general 

staff system the chief of staff is the 
highest post in the arm of military 
service that an officer can hold with- 
out a special act of congress. The 
coming into that office of General 
Chaffee is another and perhaps the 
most conspicuous evidence of the pos- 
sibilities of merit achieving supreme 
recognition in our American military 
system. 
_ An humble farmer boy in Ohio at 
the outbreak of the civil war, General 
Chaffee enlisted as a private soldier. 
He was thrown to the front as a raw 
recruit, so to speak, but promptly be- 
gan to show that he was of the mettle 
of heroes. His devotion to duty and 
his enthusiastic determination to do 
whatever belonged to his part rapidly 
advanced him in the regard of his su- 
periors and won for him successive 
promotion. At the end -f the war he 
was a captain of cavalry. He went to 
the southwest and made a splendid 
record as an Indian fighter, was bre- 
vetted twice for bravery and made 
major of the Ninth cavalry. As a lieu- 
tenant colonel he was commandant of 
the school of cavalry instruction at 
Fort Riley when the Spanish war be- 
gan. 

At Santiago he was a brigadier gen- 
eral of volunteers and rendered inval- 
uable service on the fighting line and 
for that was made major general of 
volunteers. He was chief of staff to 
Military Governors Brooke and Wood 
in Havana and to his rigid honesty 
and sterling business abilities the na- 
tion is indebted largely for the suc- 
cess, of our Cuban administrations, 

President McKinley turned to Gen- 
eral Chaffee with perfect confidence 
when he needed a military leader in 
China. His record there has become 
one of the proud boasts of his country- 
men. From there he went to Manila 
and thence came home to his recent 
command.

No stories 
are told in barracks, or around camp- 
fires in the west or in the Orient, that 
are more eagerly heard by “the boys” 
than the quaint and thrilling narra- 
tives of the deeds of General Chaffee. 

He is a man who achieved al! his 
military honors without a pound of po- 
litical pull, He never cultivated or 
troubled the politicians at Washing. 
ton or sought the clique influences of 
capital rings and social circles. The 
grim, iron-jawed, inflexible soldier has 
won his great and ungrudged honors 
by faithful service, unflinching ‘cour.

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AUCTION POSTPONED! 
YOUNG GIRLS SENT FOR 


Steps to This End Will Be Taken For Homeless 
Girls---After Their Humiliation Left 
For Another State. 


Steps were taken yesterday for a stay 
of proceedings in the case against the two 
young girls whose home was destroyed 
through the efforts of money lenders to 
recover damages on a $!5 loan contracted 
by their father. 

As has been told in The Constitution, 
the mortgagee, J. H. Kennedy & Co., 
levied on the parlor suite and plano in 
the little home which was seized by the 
bailiff and brought to Justice Shirley’s 
court to be auctioned off to the highest 
bidder this mogning. 

But this auction will not take place this 
morning. 

Certain good people of Atlanta upon be- 
coming acquainted with the facts in the 
case through the columns of The Consti- 
tution investigated the matter and found 
that the pitiable conditions as reported 
had not been ifn the least bit exagerated. 
Several Volunteered to be responsible for 
any costs that might ensue in having the 
property of the little home returned to 
the two girls. 

To this end the services of Attorney 
Lowndes Calhoun have been engaged and 
this morning he wil]! appear before Jus- 
tice Shirley and ask for a postponement 
of the auction. As it has developed that 
the property did not belong to the father 
who signed the notes, but was paid for 
through the earnings of the young la- 
dies themselves, there will be no trouble 
in establishing a claim for the property. 

Girls in Another State. 

After being humiliated and left home- 
less the girls remained at the home of a 
neighbor untill they were able to get out 
of town, and then they left for another 
state. When last heard from they were 
in @ certain city in a neighboring state 
and @ representative of The Constitution 
left Atlanta last night to find them and 
notify them of the plans that are now 
On foot to restore them their home. 

So while Attorney Calhoun this morning 
is taking the necessary legal steps to 
provide for the postponement of the auc- 
tion sale of this part of the furniture 
& representative of The Constitution will 
try to locate these Atlanta exiles, who, 
their home wrecked, were banished 
through the efforts of money lenders to 
collect a claim of $15. 

It will be remembered that as stated in 
The Constitution there are also other 
household effects which are now stored in 
the court of Justice Bloodworth. Similar 
proceedings will be taken to prevent the 
auction of this property and as nearly as 
possible the home of the two young girls 
will be returned to them intact. 

No Record of Killing. 

It was reported yesterday that the com-

Shirley’s court found that there was no 
record of any civil proceedings having 
been instituted in the case of former 
Bailiff Wood, who in serving a warrant 
upon Laura Knowles about two months 
and a half ago, shot and killed her hus- 
band, Robert Knowles. It was also stated 
that there was no record of any return of 
the warrant in the case. 

According to the statement of one per- 
son in a position to know, the shooting of 
the negro resulted in the failure of his 
wife tg pay a claim of 90 cents to a 
money lender named Brockman. This 
same Brockman, it seems, was in turn 
appointed deputy by Bailiff -Wood, of 
Justice Shirley's court, and accompanied 
him on his trip to the house of the wom- 
an. 

It is also reported that the negro wom- 
an offered to pay the claim of 90 cents, 
but that then she was informed that 
there were also costs of $3.60 to be 
paid, These she could not pay and the 
bailiff told her that she would have to go 
to jail. Then it was that the husband 


interfered and with the result that he 
was shot by Balliff Wood, and died a 
couple of days later from the effects of 
the wound. 

Bailiff Wood Talks. 

Bailiff Wood, who is now confined at 
the Tower on the charge of murder in an 
indictment found by the grand jury await- 
ing his trial, was seen last night by a 
reporter of The Constitution. 

“Tl shet the man in self defense,” he 
sald, ‘“‘and the reason the warrant was 
not returned was because I was afraid 
if it went back to Justice Shirley’s court 
it might get lost or something happen to 
it. For that reason I placed it where 
I know it will be all right when I need 
it, and it is now in the safe of Mr. 
Brockman. I went to arrest the woman, 
Laura Knowles, on a criminal warrant, 
charging her with defrauding and cheat- 
ing.

I am be- 
ing made to suffer for the prejudice 
against money lenders. But when I have 
a warrant given me to serve, I have sim- 
I took Mr. Brockman 
with me because I do not hike to go to 
such places alone.

| real situation and practices of money 
SB lenders, commonly known as 


sharks, the developments by the grand 
jury have been in no way surprising. 
The outrage perpetrated by these people 
through the instrumentality of justice 
courts, which justice in many cases, act- 
ing strictly within the letter of the law, 
surpass in harmful consequences all of 
the other public menaces. 

The extent to which this sore has in- 
fested the community is hardly known to 
those who do not come directly in con- 
tact with it. It affects the rich and the 
poor alike. There is hardly a day that 
passes that sOme young boy who is em- 
ployed upon a small salary, frequently 
a member of one of the very best fami- 
lies in the community, does not come into 
our office with the same familiar story, 
i. e., that he borrowed $25 or $50 from 
one of these sharks conditioned to pay 

: rincipal with !0 per cent per 
ar gy Aenea Fi he was compelled 
in order to get the money to sign a pa- 
per whereby he transferred the title to 
his month’s salary to the shark and 
whereby he agreed to become the agent 
for the shark, and as such agent to col- 
lect his salary and deliver it to the 


— chde paper he also is compelled to 
swear that he does not OWe any other 
person, and that his salary for that 
month is in no way encumbered. ‘That 
at the end of the month he finds himself 
unable to pay and instead of owing $50, 
which he borrowed, he owes $55 or $60. 
The shark is content that he bring the 
$5 or $10 interest and renew the loan. 
Being again hard pressed he goes to ap- 
other shark and duplicates this transac- 
tion. As his salary is diminished each 
month by these usurious charges he be- 
comes less and less able to pay and he 
goes from One shark to another borrow- 
ing in order to stave off as long as possi- 
ble the evil day when he must either 
steal the money from some one Or give 
up his job and leave town. In event 
he fails to pay, it is the custom of these 
sharks to immediately take out a war- 
rant charging larceny after trust dele- 
gated, in that he had collected his sal- 
ary. which was the property of the shark, 
and appropriated it to hig own use. / Or 
if the victim happens to be working for 
some corporation which nas a rule rela- 
tive to garnishment, as is the case with 
the Southern railroad, the rule being 
that if an employee is garnisheed the 
garnishee is immediately suspended un- 
til the matter is arranged, then the shark 
will serve a process of garnishment; 
thus placing the victim in a position 
where he must either pay or lose his posi- 
tion. This is only one Of an infinite 
number of schemes and practices of these 


sharks 
Forced To Leave Town. 


As I have said, it is almost a dailv 
occurrence to have some young man or 
gome laboring man come into the office 
with this same story. With the young 
men and boys the first remedy that’ oc- 
curs to them {fs to throw up their jobs 
and leave town, and the names of some 
half a dozen young boys, members of 
prominent families, now occur to my 
mind, who have actually fled the state 
for no greater crime than having bor- 
rowed money from these people under 
the circumstances [ have detailed. 

As to the part played by the justice 
courts in these transactions, it is almost 
impossible to arrive at the real truth of 
their relations. In such. positions it is 
common to find some men who are hon- 
est arid some who are weak and dishon- 
est.

the full rate of costs allowed them by law 
in cases affecting these money lenders, 
installment furniture dealers and real 
estate agents who frequently Hhve dis- 
possessary and distress warrants in their 
courts. Whether or not there is any 
truth in this rumor it is impossible to 
say. It ig to be supposed, however, that 
if such an arrangement were made it 
would be guarded so secretly that the 
fact could not be proven. But these out- 
rages might be committed by due and 
orderly process of law and the justices 
and their balliffs be absolutely exempt 
from any illegal participation in them. 
The law provides that if any person 
swear out a warrant against another 
the justice shall issue the warrant and 
his constable must execute it by afrest- 
ing or levying upon the property of the 
defendant. 
to inquire into the merits of the cause 
before issuing the warrant and the bailiff 
has no discretion whatever in the matter. 
He is subject to rule and suit upon his 
bond upon a failure to comply with the 
mandate of the court. It is knowledge 
of these facts that the money shark 
uses to oppress and extort his filthy 
price from his victim. Few of these war- 
rants are ever tried, and as a rule when 
they are tried the defendant is released. 
In sOme instances he is bound over to a 
higher court, but it ig rarely that a con- 
viction ever follows. The money shark 
is aware of the fact that his victim does 
not want publicity, that it is expensive 
to him to employ counsel and to prepare 
his defense, and that it is cheaper for 
him to pay the $5 or $6 or $10 usuary 
that may be charged him than to endure 
the mortification and embarrassment of a 
criminal prosecution. 

All that has been stated with reference 
to money lenders applies with almost 
equal force to the installment furniture 
dealers. Their practices are almost identi- 
cal. As to a remedy for these practices 


there appears to be practically none as | 


the law at present stands. It is prob- 
able that in each individual case if prop- 
erly defended, the money sharks. or furni- 
ture dealer might be defeated, but he 
confidently relies to escape by reason of 
the excessive burden placed upon the de- 
fendant in defending himself. The only 
effective remedy that can suggest itself 


to my mind is to provide a way to strike | 


directly at the practice and not put the 
burden upon the helpless victim to clear 
himself. This ts not the first time that 
this subject has been agitated. In nearly 
every state in the union laws from time 
to time have been passed seeking to avoid 
usury. Where they have been extreme 
they have proved burdensome to legiti- 
mate business and where they have been 
liberal they have ensnared the weak and 
unfoftunate. 
Terrible Harm Wrought. 

Any remedy looking to a practical bet- 
terment of this condition must be a com- 
promise in the same manner as that 
other public vices are handled by the au- 
thorities. If the legislature would make 
it a crime to exact usury it would be 
found that the business would go out of 
the hands of the many into the hands of

Cotton—In the centra] and eastern dis- 
tricts of the cotton belt there was little 
or no rain during the week and cotton 
picking progressed rapidly under favor- 
able conditions. In Texas, Oklahoma and 
Arkansas, however, picking was retarded 
by heavy rains, which caused considerahbie 
damage to open cotton, espectally in 
Texas, where the opening of the young 
bolls has been checked by renewnd 
growth of plant. Reports indicate that 
about one-half of the prospective yteld

Only One-Half Per Cent on 
the Common Stock, 


Action of the Finance Committee 
Due to the Great Decrease in 
Business — Rumored That 
the Rockefellers and Mor- 
gan Are at Outs. 


New York, October 6.—The dividend on 
the common stock of the United States 
Steel Corporation for the last quarter 
was today reduced from | per cent to % 
per cent, thus setting at rest a matter 
that has agitated Wall street and finan- 
cial circles generally for many weeks. To 
quote a very high authority in the affairs 
of the corporation, “the action of the 
board was unanimous and was caused by 
the falling off of business.’ 

The course of steel common in the last 
few months, clearly indicated that today’s 
cut has been largely discounted. In fact, 
wagers that the dividend would be re- 
duced were plentiful recently and there 
were predictions that it would be passed 
completely. Nevertheless toay’s action 
came as a surprise to many who argued 
that it would be impolotic to? make any 
change at this particular time. 

The importance of today’s meeting, 
which was preceded by that of the finance 
committee, was emphasized by the attend-

Dividends on the preferred and common 
shares for the nine months aggregate

$29,348,742. 

Trading in the steel storks was the 
chief feature of the market. The common 
stock sold as low as 16%, advanced a full 
point from that figure and closed at 
17%, a fractional .gatn. The preferred 
stock, on heavier transactions, sold as 
high as 66, but closed at 64%, a |! point 
gain On the day. Dealings in the sinking 
fund bonds were in very large volume, 
the price ranging from 71 to 72%. 

A little more than three months ago, 
just before the last regular dividend on 
steel common was declared, that stock 
sold around 30. Since then it has sold as 
low as 14%.

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STREL DIVIDEND 
HUNG OVER MARKET 


Dealings Smallest in Many Weeks, 
Most'y in the Steels. 


OTHER STOCKS NEGLECTED 


Only Handful of Stocks Got as Much 
as a Point Away from Previous 
Close, and Extreme Move- 
ments Were Not 
Maintained. 


New York, October 6.—Today’s stock 
market lay practically in a _ lethargy 
pending the action of the United States 
Steel directors on the common stock div- 
idend. This action had not been decided 
upon to the close vf the market, and 
the .repressing influence of the suspense, 
accordingly. was not removed. Dealings 
were the smallest for many weeks, and 
small.as they were, a large proportion of 
the whole was*‘absorbed by the United 
States Steel securities, which were the 
only stocks in which the uncertainty 
over the dividend action was made the 
occasion for speculative price movements 
to any extent. This is largely due to the 
fact that the financial world has been 
in great doubt over what the effect would 
be of the divided action. Whether the 
passing or reduction of the divi- 
dend could result in any further fall 
in the price of the company's securities 
had been nmiuch questioned. ‘The conserv- 
ation of a surplus, it is now believed, 
would have heid the market price of tne 
securities better than the distribution ec! 
Gividends on the. common stock, which 
has proved utterly unavailing to hold 
the market. The sharp advance in the 
preferred gtock {his afternoon of more 
ihan 2 poinis, while the common stock 
Was but slightly affected, Was due to the 
party that was in doubt over the declara- 
tion of the dividend, and it was believed 
that additional security for the prefer- 
red by the retention of the surpius in the 
treasury would result in higher prices. 
Outside of the steel stocks, the markel 
was exceedingly narrow and the move- 
ments insignincant. Only a handtul of 
stockg got as n.uch as a point away 
from jast night, and extreme movements 
were not muintained in any place. The 
Carly movement was Cownward, and Lon 
don assisted in this tenjyency to some ex- 
tent on account of the unsettled opinion 
in that matket from the British cabinet 
cnanges. Some of the selling was Tre- 
ported to be for western account, and 
may have been associated with the re- 
ports of deterioratign in the wheat yleld 
in one or two of the western states, 
which also caused a firm tone in the 
wheat market. The government's weekly 
report on corn was considered highly sat- 
isfactory, but the report on cotton was 
felt to leave a good deal to. be desired. 
There was no pressure of liquidation at 
any point, and the market recovered in 
sympathy with the late upward move- 
ment in United States Steel preferred. 
‘ihe full recovery was not held, but the 
closing was steady and showed very slight 
net changes as a rule. The time money 
market seemed to be growing softer, and 
apprehension of any real strjngency has 
been pretty yell dissipated. The large 
movement of gold toward London and 
the cessation -of the Berlin demands for 
gold seem to assure the prospects for that 
center. The lateness of the crops does not 
seem fully to account for the long post- 
ponement of the western demand for cur- 
rency and the belief is gaining force that 
the deposit of government funds with 
western banks has supplied a suffic'ent 
proportion of the usual demand to relax 
the pressure upon New York decidedly.
